Sweeping investigation

the solicitor’s office, was ordered 
in a resolution unanimously adopteg 
by eity council Monday afternoon. 

A special probe committee of five 
members was authorized and vested 
with full power to summon _§ wit- 
nesses and swear them, and require 
the production of any and‘all docu- 
be necessary to- 
ward ascertaining the truth. Mayor 
Pro Tem. Harvey Hatcher was des- 
ignated as the chairman authorized 
to name the remaining four. They 
are Alderman D. R. Wilder, Coua- 
cilmen J.C. Murphy and Alvin Rich- 
ards, joint authors of the resolution, 
and Councitman Claude Ashley. 

Date for Hearing Set. 

The committee met and organ- 
ized after the adjournment of coun- 
cil and set the opening hearing 
for next Thursday morning at 10 
o'clock in the committee room ad- 
joining the counci] chamber. 

Revelations of a startling char- 
acter were broadly hinted at. by 
Chairman Hatcher at the brief ses- 
sion. “Il have got leads within t 
last two hours through confidential 
sources that have convinced me this 
committee has got a whole lot to 
do,” he declared. “Something’ has 
been going on that ought not to 
happen. There is a whole lot of 
rottenness in this town somewhere. 
[If it is not in the police depart- 
ment we are here to find out where

Late Monday night Hud- 
son was reported as sleeping under 
the influence of an injection of 
morphine.

Mrs. Hudson stated that her hus- 
band had been subject to attacks 
of indigestion for some time, and 
she added that Monday’s attack was 
slightly more severe than any pre- 
vious one. At the time of her hus- 
band’s removal to the hospital Mrs. 
Hudson stated that she was down- 
town on business in connection with 
the estate of the late Mr. Harrell.

before congress in person. The 
president’s statement to the com- 
mittee was that he would “commu- 
nicate with’. congress tomorrew. 

Mr. Wilson received ‘his congres- 
sional visitors in the blue room. 
Senator Lodge, of Massachusetts, 
the republican leadey in the senate, 
was the spokesman, ‘and he and the 
president met face to face for the 
first time since the league of 
tlons covenant and the peace trea- 
ty were defeated in the senate un- 
der Senator Lodge's leadership.

Supreme Court Decides 
Anti-Trust Suit Against 
Railroad and Subsidiary 


Companies. 


Washington, December 6—The 
Lehigh Valley railroad case, the 
second and last of the great anthra- 
cite coal anti-trust cases, was won 
today by the government. , 

The supreme court, in’the unan- 
imous opinion of the seven members 
participating, held that the existing 
combination of the ratiroad anda ‘its 
Principal subsidiary companies was 
in violation of the Sherman anti- 
trust act and, reversing the lower. 
court, ordered entering of a .decree 
dissolving the ‘combination and re- 
districting its stocks, bonds and 
properties so as to make each com- 
ponent part in fact independent and 
competitive. 

Specifically named in the order of 
dissolution were the Lehigh Valley 
Railroad company, the Lehigh Val- 
ley Coal company, the Lehigh Val- 
ley Coal Sales company, Coxe Broth- 
ers & Co. and the Delaware, Susque- 
hanna and Schuylkill Rallroad com- 
pany. The court dismissed the bill 
so far as it named the New York 
and middle coal field railroad and 
individual defendants, including the 
late.George F. Baer, Daniel G. Reid, 
Eden B. Thomas, Lyman D. Smith, 


E. T. Stotesbury, George F. Baker 
and other officers and directors of 
the defendant companies prominent 
in the financial and railroad world. 

Justices McReynolds and Brandeis 
took no part in the consideration of 
the case, it was announced. 

The opinion of the court, read by 
Justice Clarke, sustained in un- 
equivocal language practically every 
contention raised by the govern-

C. Aven, head of 
the medical staff of the associa- 
tion, before the luncheon given the 
Ad club by the association Monday 
at the Kimball house. 

“This proposition is 100 per cent 
charity and 100 per cent efficiency,” 
declared Dr. R. M. Eubanks, repre- 
sentative of the Fifth District Den- 


ltal society, who is delegated by his 


organization to head the free denta! 
Clinic which is operated -by' the 
Anti-Tuberculosis association. ‘Not 
a physician nor dentist who devotes 
hours a day to the clinics receives 
a cent of pay for his services.” 

It was estimated by Dr. Aven 
that $18,000 in fees is thus contri- 
buted free each year in professional 
services. The contribution is -offer- 
ed with the greatest cheerfulness 
by the doctors engaged in the work 
because of marvelous results which 
are being accomplished and by the 


deeply humanitarian nature of the 
enterprise. 


Dr. Aven called attention to the 
fact that tuberculosis is on the in- 
crease rather than on the decrease. 

“When the discovery of the germ 
of the disease was discovered in 1888 
we all thought that the disease 
would be eradicated in short order, 
thus removing from the world its 
greatest health menace,” he stated, 
“but instead of this we find today 
more cases than ever before.” 

Miss Mary Dickinson, one of the 
two educational workers, described 
the work of education in detail. 
She stated that health talks on 
disease prevention hdd been  de- 
livered by her and her assistant 
before 20,000 people since the first 
of the year. The workers visit 
schools, industrial plants and com- 
munity centers, outlining the condi- 
tions under which -tuberculosis 
thrives and the steps which should 
be taken to prevent its spread. 

She also sketched the history of 
the association from the time when 
the work was first started, fourteen 
years ago as a small clinic attached 
to the Associated Charities and sub- 
sidized by two prominent Atlan- 
tans, the. grganization of the Anti- 
Tuberculosis association, two years 
later, and the eventual removal of 
the work to the present large quar- 
ters on Cain street eight years ago, 
with its present e@taff of thirteen 
workers deyoting their entire time 
to the work. ? 

Tribute by Eubanks. 

How maznificently this institution 
functions was wftnessed by Dr. R. 
M. Eubanks, who declared that he 
had never seen a finer system in 


any organization among the many. 


that he has been associated with. 
He also told how the Fifth District 
Dental society had founded a free 
dental clinic in connection with the 
work eleven years ago and how all 
expense had been borne by the so- 
ciety since that time, with the ex- 
ception of some $30Q spent for 
equipment at the beginning. 

Any person may come to the 
clinic and receive treatment. Al- 
though at the beginning of the work 
it was hard to make victims of 
the disease attend clinics, owing to 
their fatalistic attitude and hope- 
less outlook. This has been entire- 
ly changed through reports of cures 
and arrested cases which have been 
effected. Those who are too poor 
to pay for medicines are furnished 
these also. 

The drive today will be made with 
“health bonds,” which range in de- 
nominations from $5 to $100.. These 
bonds are handsomely lithogfaphed 
and contain much valuable informa- 
tion; not only concerning the work 
of the organizatio but also about 
the methods of disease prevention. 
If hung on the walls of shop or of- 
fice, they will be a continual re- 
minder in fiehting the disease.

+ tts charter, the American prod- 
ucts organization actually buys and 
sellg the, cotton, the two organiza- 
tions forming a complete 
from the farmer who raises the 
cotton to the ultimate buyer in Ger- 
many. Thus northerr and eastern 
money, which’ isn’t interested in 
cotton anyway, is not needed, the 
south itself handling cotton from 


abroad, executing the intricate 
transaction from start to finish, Mr. 
Collins explained. 

Given High Indorsement. 

The American Products Export 
and Import corporations has been 
indersed and has the active support 
of W. P. G. Harding, governor of 
the federal reserve board, Wash- 
ington, D. C.; M. B. WeHborn, gov- 
ernor of the Atlanta Federal Re- 
serve bank; Richard I. Manning, 
former governor of South Carolina 
and president of the corporation, 
Hollins Randolph, general counsel 
of the Federal Reserve bank, of 
Atlanta, and numerous other south- 
ern financiers and business men. 

The formation of the corporation 
was the outcome of a meeting in 
Washington of southern bankers, 
October 7, with Mr. Harding. At 
that time Mr. Harding could not 
promise the southern bankers ade- 
quate financial help, and he him- 
self suggested the formatign of a 
great export corporation, by and 
for the southern cotton industry 
Mr. Manning undertook the task. 
Stock as eagerly subscribed by 
farmers, merchants and business 
men of South Carolina. Originally 
the capital was set at $2,000,000, but 
when this amount almost had been 
raised without going outside of 
South Carolina, the promoters saw 
their way clear to capitalize for $10,- 
000,000, which was done. 

Georgia Next in’ Line. 

The sale of stock is progressing 
with whirlwind results. Tne cam- 
paign was extended tihs. week to 
North Carolina. Georgia is next 
in line. Stock ig not taken by banks, 
but rather by farmers and mer- 
chants. The capital stock of $10,- 
000,000 is divided into 1,000,000 
shares at $10 par value each. 

The corporation already is an 
accomplished fact and a going con- 
cern. With the granting of its 
charter December 1, the company 
formed the connecting link between 
the southern producer and _ the 
European consumer. Initial ship- 
ments of cotton to Germany already 
have been made, and hereafter ship- 
ments will be made in every in- 
creasing quantities, reopening the 
overseas market for the south’s sta- 
ple. The stimulating effect upon 
every southern business, upon the 
whole industrial fabric of the south 
will soon be felt in a big 4nd per- 
manent. way, Mr.- Collins said last 
night. ConnectiOns have been es- 
tablished with European buyers, 
credits have been arranged, and al- 
ready cotton has been shipped by 
the new corporation. 

Mr. Collins said: 

“The south means business’. in 
what it has set about to do—to es- 
tablish through its own efforts and 
on its own initiative, the market 
facilities that have been needed so 
long, which heretofore the south 
has depended upon northern’ and 
eastern capital to provide. It means 
prosperity to southern’ § indvfStry, 
and through it to every man, wom- 
an and child in the south. None of 
the so-called ‘blue-sky’ laws of any 
state can be invoked. 

“Even if the War Finance corpo;s 
ration should be revived, it would 
be powerless to help without the 
functioning’ of such a corporation as 
the American Products Export and 
and Import firm. We are in this 
matter with our eyes open to the 
tremendous’ possibilities at last 
within our grasp.” 

Cause for Depression. 

Mr. Collins explaind that financiai 
depression in the south has been 
directly due to the inability of the 
southern farmer to finance the 
proper and orderly distribution of 
bis crops, especially cotton. In the 
past, he pointed vut, the south has 
depended upon foreign capital main- 
ly to finance exports. But in the 
recent crisis the south had no help. 
Other sections were consuming ev- 
ery doilar of their surplus in the 
development and reconstruction of 
their industries and resources. De- 
spite these conditions, Mr. Collins 
said that never before has the south 
been fundamentally sounder or 
richer. 

He explaimed .that the American 
Products Export and Import cor- 
poration was conceived solely by the 
financial and patriotic brains of the 
south, tobe financed and controlled 
by soutfern business men and 
farmers.’ The corporation, he ex- 
plained in detail, will purchase and 
sell on its own account and also 
handle on a commission basis. The 
greatest market is expected to be 
Germany. Mills and labor there are 
idle, it was pointed out, because 
they cannot buy cotton, due unti) 
now to prohibitive excnangea rates 
and poor credit facilities. 

With $16,000,000 capital, Mr. Col- 
lins pointed out that the south as a 
whole can command te ntimes that 
much credit, or $160,000,000, solving 
completely the industrial cotton 
erisis. Mr. Collins made a conserv- 
ative estimate of 12 per cent net 
earnings on capitalization, and the 
stock is distributed on a rock-bound 
profit-sharing plan.

Alabama coal operators are ready 


to take up the gage of battle thrown 
down by the international executive 
board of the United Mine Workers 
of America, at Indianapolis, and car- 
ry the fight “to a finish,” according 
to a statement issued today by 
Charles F. Debardeleben, acting 
president of the Alabama Coal Oper- 
ators’ association. : 

“In so far as the coal operators 
are concerned,” said Mr. Debarieie- 
ben, “no strike exists in the Ala- 
bama fields at this time. We have 
plenty of labor and the output on 
some grades of coal is-greater than 
the demand.” 

Touching upon the _ ejection of 
miners, Mr. Debardeleben said that 
the question was now before the 
Alabama supreme court and the op- 
erators are willing to rest their 
ease on the outcome. “Miners were 
ejected only after they had refused 
to work and had taken advantage of 
the situation to hold houses they 
occupied,” said the association of- 
ficial. 

GOVERNOR CORNWALL

Charleston, W. Va., December 6.— 
Governor Cornwell, in a statement 
issued from his office here today, 
replied to the criticism of the in- 
ternational executive board of the 
United Mine Workers at Indianap- 
glis, which, on Sunday night, took 
issue with him on calling federal 
troops into the strike zone.

Interior Secretary Payne 
Says Whisky Was Need- 
ed During “Flu”: Ept- 
demic—U. S. Internal 
Problems Discussed. 


Washington, Decentber 6.—Need 
of of a far-sighted government pol- 
icy with respect to many of the 
country’s internal affairs is empha- 
sized in the annual report of Sec- 
retary Payne, made public today at 
the interior department. Lack of a 
definite aim was said to affect 
particularly the administration of 
activities in Alaska, in dealing with 
the Indian tribes, in preservation 
of the national parks and forests 
and again in handling the greater 
reconstruction problem of main- 
taining a high agricultural produc- 
tfon. 

While Mr. Payne criticised the 
uncertainty which he said surfound- 
ed many activities, he commended 
as a strong constructive step the 
action of congress in making pos- 
sible the “superpower survey” of 
the region between Boston and 
Washington with a view to the de- 
velopment of a unified system of 
power generation and distribution. 
This investigation, made under the 
direction of the interior depart, will 
be completed and the committee’s 
report given to the- public about 
next June, the secretary said, addr 
ing that he believed it would de- 
serve public confidence. . 

Problem of Alaska. 

On the subject of Alaska, the 
secretary said the primal problem 
was transportation and advocated 
the operation of a government- 
owned steamship line in order to 


insure development of the terri- 
tory’s resources. Two lines now 
serve the region, but Mr. Payne in- 
dicated their service was not satis- 
factory. He suggested their cansol- 
idation as a means of improving 
the service, but this apparently 
was impossible. 

The government railroad in Alas- 
ka to be a total of 540 miles in 
length will be completed and in 
operation in 1922, Mr. Payne report- 
ed. He added that it tapped fields 
of untold mineral wealth, and 
praised the work of the engineers 
in the progress made. 

In ‘connection with Secretary 
Payne’s discussion of ~ AlasKan 
transportation, Governor Riggs, the 
territorial executive, urged the es- 
tablishment of a tonnage tax on all 
shipping to and in the territory 
and the building up with the fund 
thus raised of “regular and reason- 
able service upon equitable rates 
and schedules.” He advocated also 
government appropriations for the 
construction of a scheme of high- 
ways to serve as feeder wagon 
roads to the government-owned 
rail lines. ' 

The question of communication 
also is one in which‘ little progress 
has been made, and Governor Riggs 
informed Mr. Payne it was serious- 
ly handicapping development. Mail 
is slow, being shipped as freight or 
express and arriving frequently in 
badly damaged condition. The gov- 
ernor, however, believes this is off- 
set in a measure’ by the army ca- 
ble and naval radio service which 
he said was being used dispropor- 
tionately with the mails. 

The governor’s report declares 
that intoxicating liquor is finding 
its way into Alaska from Brtish Co- 
lumbia in large quantities and 
‘hootlegging seems to be increas- 
ing as private stocks of liquor are 
exhausted.” The governor reported 
that “distillation processes were 
becoming well known,” adding to 
the menace which he said existed. 
He urged, however, that provisions 
of the Volstead act with respect to 
the use of whisky for medicinal 
purposes be extended to Alaska, 
claiming that “many lives’ could 
have been saved had whisky been 
available” during the emergency of 
the penumonia and influenza epi- 
demics in the territory.

HEARINGS STARTED 


Federal Examiner, Takes 

Testimony in Dispute 
Between Railroad Com- 
mission and Interstate 
Commerce Body. 


The first day of the hearing on 
the question of whether intrastate 
freight rates in Georgia shall be 
fixed by the state railroad commis; 
sion or by the interstate commerce 
commission, which begun in United 
States court room Monday before 
A. R. Mackley, examiner for the 
intersta‘ commerce commission, 
Was devoted to the testimony of 
N. B. Wright, assistant freight 
traffic manager of the Central of 
Georgia railroad. 

The hearing recessed Monday aft- 
ernoon until 10 o’clock Tuesday 
morning. It is expected that the 
hearing will co:sume the entire 
week. Because of the importance 
of the question, which involves the 
principle of states’ rights, much in- 
terest was shown in the first ses- 
sion.

that if intrastate rates in Georgia 
were not raised, then the exchange 
will go before the South Carolina 
railroad commission and urge the 
commission to make a radical re- 
duction in intrastate rates on cot- 
ton and, cotton linters in that state. 

Suggestions Made. 

Shippers’ representatives who at- 
tended the Monday session suUég- 
gested that in event the interstate 
commeree commission grants an in- 
crease, cotton linters and brick, the 
Georgia cummission may resort to 
the same method employed.by the 
public service commission of the 
state of New York, which enjoined 
the interstate commerce commission 
from enforcing increased intrastate 
rates fixed by the interstate com- 
mission under the same procedure 
that is now pursued in this state. 

The question which the hearing 
is to decide arose several months 
ago, when the state railroad com- 
mission refused to grant a 20 per 
cent advance in rates on cotton, cot-

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MAKERS OF CLOTHING 
-BREAK WITH UNI 


Manufacturers Allege That 
Union Has Not Kept 


Agreements. 


Boston, Dece er 6.—The Cloth- 
ing Manufacturérs’ Association of 
Boston voted today to break all re- 
lations with the Amalgamated Cloth- 
ing Workers of America. Agree- 
ments which have governed the em- 
Ployment,of 6,500 persons in the 
clothing industry here were laid to 
have been abrogated by the work- 
ers’ union. 

A formal letter of notification 
sent to the joint board, Amalga- 
mated Clothing Workers, declared 
that a supplementary agreemient 
which expired on December.1 and 
the basic agreement * between the 
association and the Amalgamated 
Clothing Workers had been “disre- 
garded frequently” by the latter. 

“These agreements,” the letter 
continyed, “have proved a decided 
detriment to the clothing industry 
in this market and have so in- 
creased the costs of production that 
teday members of* our association 
are unable to manufacture clothing 
at a price aceeptable either to the 
retailer or to consumer, as a result 
of which practically all of their 
shons™“ere now closed. 

“You have broken both agree- 
ments at any time that it suited 
your fancy to do so: you have dis- 
regarded, nave failed to enforce and, 
so far as you were able, have nulli- 
fied decisions by the board of arbi- 
tration: some of your business 
agents lave been unfair, unscrupu- 
lous and untrustworthy. You have 
allowed and encouraged individual 
demands for increases in wages by 
your members: you have allowed 
and, encouraged deliberate restric- 
tion of output by your members 
amounting at times to as much as 
50 per cent: you have called strikes: 
you have brought about stoppages 
and have caused the manufacturers 
serious pecuniary loss by your re- 
fusal to ‘finish out’ work, although 
the basic agreement to which you 
are signatory prohibits all such 
actions.” 

The Clothing Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation embraces as members 75 
per cent of the clothing manufac- 
turing firms of the city, and the 
other 25 per cent are said to be job- 
bers subsidiary to them. 

T. Morelli, assistant manager of 
the Amalgamated Clothing Work- 
ens’ headanarters here, said tonight 
that notification of the manufactur- 
ers’ action had not been received, 
and no statement would be made 
until the union had been formally 
notified of the abrogation of the 
agreement.

THE ANTI-PLAGUE DRIVE. 


Today the Anti-Tuberculosis as- 
sociation will launch its annual 
intensive campaign in Atlanta for 
funds with which to combat the 
“white plague.” 

The association will be active- 
ly assisted by the Advertising 
club, which will this morning put 
into the field a large and well- 
organized force of men and wom- 
en, the object in view being to 
raise a minimum of $10,000, bring-* 
ing the total amount of working 


capital in the association’s hands 
to $30,000. 

The public never was nor could 
be asked to contribute to a more 
meritorious cause than that which 
actuates this drive; for it is a 
cause direct in its relationship to 
human welfare and human happi- 
ness. In fact, it is the cause of 
humanity itself! 

There was a time, and only a 
few years ago, when tuberculosis 
—“consumption,” as it was ,.com- 
monly known—was rated as an 
incurable disease. But medical 
science has proven that it is not 
only curable, but preventable; and. 
thanks to the relentless efforts of 
the medical profession and to the 
constant, devoted plodding of pur- 
poseful, heroic men and women 
who have banded themselves to- 


‘troubles out; 


gether in organizations to wage 
relentless, aggressive warfare 
against the “white plague,” the 
death rate from pulmonary tuber- 
culosis in the United States has 
been’decreased by nearly 60 per 
cent during the last fifteen years. 

But despite all that has been 
done, even though the fatalities 
from this terrible disease have 
been reduced by one-half since its 
curability was- first demonstrated, 
there are still, according to cen- 
sus bureau estimates, more than 
1,000,000 active cases of pul- 
monary tuberculosis in the Unit- 
ed States, and the malady is 
claiming its victims at ‘the rate 
of 150,000 a year! 

The chief allies of tuberculosis 
are ignorance, prejudice, squalor 
and want—the enemies against 
which the anti-tuberculosis forces 
are engaged in unceasing warfare, 
and upon the vanquishing of which 
depends ultimate success in the 
fight against the disease itself. 

Thus the anti-tuberculosis cam- 
paign is essentially for the most 
part a campaign of education—ed- 
ucation in hygiene, sanitation, and 
in the measures most effective in 
arresting and eradicating the dis- 
ease in its incipiency.

THE DEVIL QUOTES 

SCRIPTURE, 

“The reason why I wrote you 
about hardening of the arteries and 
heart disease,” writes a reader, 
“was that I had just discovered my 
doctor had been giving me digitalis 
for a considerable time. Your val- 
uable monograph on the subject 
confirms my opinion. You say, ‘It is 
absurd to think of digitalis as help- 
ful in heart disease.’ I should not 
have taken it had I known what it 
was. Is it too late to change? 
What shall I do?’ (D. W. W.) 
' This reader writes a letter which 
shows he ,is not without good edu- 


cation. And yet the reader’ has 
jumped to a conclusion scarcely 
warranted by what I said of digi- 
talis and arteriosclerosis and heart 
disease. The reader quotes me cor- 
rectly, but makes a devilish job of 
it, 
ture. 

In the monograph“ which 
reader quotes I said this. 

“There is a popular notion that 
certain. remedies, medicinal or non- 
medicinal, are ‘good for’ weak hear, 
hardened arteries, high blood pres- 
sure, paralysis, kidney trouble ‘or 
nephritis, and cther manifestations 
of cardiovascular disease. Certain 
remedies, medicinai and otherwise, 
are good tor thd patient; but we 
can assure you that no known rem- 
edy of any character whatever is 
good for all cases of arterial heart, 
kidney or brain trouble, due to car- 
diovascular disease. The remedy 
must be adapted to the individual 
requirements in every instance, and 
cannot be applied by rule of thumb. 
For instance, it is absurd to think 
of digitalis as being helpful for 
heart disease, or to think of mas- 
sage as being good for arterial 
hardening, or to think of butter- 
milk or Bulgarian bacillus cultures 
as being good for autointoxication. 
These remedies will do good in 
Brown's case; have no apparent ef- 
fect in Smith’s case; and perhaps 
do serious harm in the case of 
Jones.” 

Now have I condemned digitalis 
or any other remedy for heart dis- 
ease, or have I merely appealed to 
sound sense and suggested that dig- 
italis orsother remedy should be in- 
telligently employed if employed at 
all?

Digitalis is a veritable sheet an- 
chor in the treatment of many cases 
of heart disease, but like many oth- 


er remedies powerful for good digi- 
talis is also capable of doing se- 
rious harm when eunintelligentiy 
used, and by unintelligent use, of 
course, I mean when it is prescrib- 
ed for a patient who has a fool for 
a doctor, or, aS we say in France, 
a patient who attempts to doctor 
himself. 

Large doses of one of the physi: 
Ologicaliy tested (that is, proved 
active) preparations of digitalis of- 
ten work wonders, but only a phy- 
Sician can judge how much, how 
often, or how long digitalis should 
be given. When the drug is to be 
continued any length of time, cer- 
tainly its effects must be observed 
at regular intervals and the dosage 
determined accordingly, if the+phy- 
sician knows his business and mixes 
brains with his medicines. Digi- 
talis is a valuable drug, but I1 re- 
peat that it is capable of doing se- 
rious harm, although most persons 
who nibble at it are getting no ef- 
fect whatever, save in imagination.

Most of the Troubles 
Of Men of U.S. Navy 


Washington, December 6.— 
Drunkenness continued to be the 
principal cause for trial of enlisted 
men of the navy for desertion or 
overstaying leave during the past 
fiscal year, according to the annual 
report of Rear. Admiral George R. 
Clark, judge advocate general, to 
Secretary Daniels today. Of 1,725 
such cases during the year pleas 
of drunkenness was entered in 384 
cases, says the report. The eXx~ 
cuse “having a good time” was giv- 
en in 362 cases. Hiomesickness 
caused ninety sailors to take 
“French” leave and in eight cases 
the plea was entered that the work 
on hoard ship was too hard.

Recommendations Pre- 
pared at Annual Meet- 
ing of Executive Com- 
mittee of Southern As- 
sociation on Monday 
Night. 


The executive committee of the 
Southern Fertilizer association held 
its annual meeting here last night 
and prepared its annual recommen- 
dations for the regular session of 
the association, which officially 
opens this morning at 10 o’clock 
on the third floor of the Capital 
City club in the ball room. 

The meeting today is held for the 
purpose of raising the annual bud- 
vet of the soil improvement com- 
mittee of the association, which 
conducts the educational work of 
the association, and it is expected 
that the recommendations of the 
executive committee formulated 
| Monday night will have reference 
‘to this budget. 
| Last year the budget of'the com- 
‘mittee was about $100,000 and it is 
believed that the next year’s bud- 
‘get will set a new mark in view 
of the fact that fertilizer men are 


of the opinion that to meet the 
present agricultural crisis, farmers 
must get the same production on 
smaller acreage by means of intel- 
ligent application of fertilizers to- 
gether with better methods of cul- 
tivation and careful seed selection. 

The soil improvement committee, 
-vyith its extensive educational work, 
is directed by Dr. J. N. Harper, for- 
mer dean of Clemson college, who 
is aided by a competent staff of ex- 
perts. The staff headquarters is in

BAPTIST CONVENTION 
OPENS SESSION TODAY 


Continued From First Page 


will be announced during the day 
and by the afternoon session the 
convention will he down to business 
in the matter of reports and dis- 
cussion. 

One of the treasured traditions of 
the convention is the annual ser- 
mon. No amount of routine busi- 
ness has ever been regarded as 
sufficiently important to sidetrack 
the sermon, which this year will 
be preached by Rev. R. L. Bolton, 
pastor at Madison, one of the lead- 
ing preachers of the state. His ser- 
mon wiil seund a note of high en- 
deavor for the denomination. The 
Christian Index, the Baptist paper 
in Georgia, carries the sermon in 
its issue for this week, so that the 
thousands of Baptists who cannot 
attend the convention may have the 
value of this part of the program. 
The Sermon will be preached Tues- 
day night. 

The devotional Tuesday morning 
will be conducted by Dr. James Al- 
len Smith, pastor of the First Bap- 
tist church of Albany. Bae. 

Another feature of Tuesday’s pro- 
gram will be an address following 
the sermon »y Dr. J. F. Love? sec- 
retary of the foreign mission board 
of the Southern Baptist convention. 
Dr. Love will reach the city on 
Tuesday morning from Richmond, 
Va., where he is located at head- 
quarters of the board. 

Leading Divine. 

He is acknowledged by all de- 

nominations as one of the leading 
religious statesmen of this gener- 
ation. It -has been his fine appre- 
ciation of the present world condi- 
tions that has had largely to é@o 
with the inaugurating of a relief 
commission by the Baptists of the 
world for the immediate aid of the 
Striken peoples of Europe. At a 
conference in London last July, Dr. 
Love, with Dr. George W. Truett, 
Dr. J. B. Gambrell and Dr. EB. Y. 
Mullins, all representatives of the 
Southern Baptist convention, laid 
plans for the Baptist European 
program, which just now is under 
way of providing much needed re- 
lief to the suffering thousands in 
lower Europe and Asia. 
__Dr. Love’s address tonight will 
likely have a bearing towards this 
emergency work now being done 
by Baptists of the south in co-opera- 
tion with British Baptists, the 
Northern Baptist convention of 
America and other’ such bodies 
throughout the world. 

Dr. Love is well-known in this 
state, having visited the Georgia 
Baptist convention for a number 
of years to present the work of 
the foreign mission board. His aad- 
cress will be heard with Freat in- 
terest and he will find in Georgia 
a hearty response to the claims of 
his board. Georgia Baptists have 
always been among the foremost 
States {In the south in the support 
of the mission work in  foregin 
lands. Georgia furnished the dis- 
tinguished predecessor to Dr. Love, 
Dr. R. J. Willingham. 

Hotels Crowded. 

The hotels were crowded last 
night and it is estimated that a 
thousand additional messengers will 
reach the city on early morning 
trains. By the late afternoon the 
city will be larger by several thou- 
sand as a result of this convention. 
‘Many messengers will be entertain- 
ed in homes of relatives and friends 
and even then hotels will be taxed 
to care for the number who will 
be here through Thursday. 

D. L. Spooner, well-known direc- 
tor of musie at the Tabernacle, will 
lead the singing throughout the 
convention. He will assemble a 
chorus choir for the night serv- 
ices. 

The big Tabernacle auditorium 
will be filled at an early hour for 
the night program because of the 
large number of reQident Baptists 
who will take advantage of the 
unusual opportunity to hear the 
distinguished speakers of the eve- 
ning. 

The Baptist book department, one 
of the agencies of the convention, 
has installed a very attractive ex- 
hibit of books at the Tabernacle 
for the benefit of visitors who will 
not find it possible to visit the 
store in the Flatiron building. 

Churches Co-operate. 

The Baptist churches of Atlanta 
have co-operated in arranging am- 
ple facilities for caring for this 
convention. Committees will meet 
the trains during the day, giving 
information, and other committees 
will bs at hotels to see that every 
one {is well cared for. 

Wednesday’s program will be full, 
beginning at 9:30 in the morning 
and running through the evening 
session. Wednesday night two of 


1} the most distinguished preachers of 


the south will be heard. Dr. Allen 
Fort, pastor of the First Baptist 
church of Nashville. a native Geor- 
gian, will speak. Dr. Fort is one 
of the great evangelistic preachers 
of the south. The other speaker 
will be Dr. George W. McDaniel, 
pastor of the First church of Rich- 
mond, Va. Dr. McDaniel is regarded 
as easily one of the leading preach- 
ers of the Atlantic coast. His 
church in Richmond stands out 
among the Protestant churches of 
America and is now DPlanning to 
erect a million and a half dollar 
church house to care for the great 
congregation. 

It is believed that the conven- 
tion will register a new high record 
in attendance by the close of the 
day.

HARDING PREACHES 
TEAM WORK GOSPEL

participation in the proceedings of 
the senate, although he will retain 
his title and office until early in 
the new year. He revealed today 
that he had decided definitely to 
resign his senate eat between Jan- 
uary 10 and 15, when a change of 
state administration in Ohio will 
permit the appointment of a_ re- 
publican to succeed him. During 
his visit to the senate today he ar- 
ranged a pair with Senator Under- 
wood, of Alabama, the minority 
leader. This arrangement, which is 
u continuation of a pair in effect 
last session, will continue until Mr. 
Harding resigns his seat. 

Given Ovation. 

Mr. Harding’s dddress in the sen- 

ate was in response to an ovation 
that greeted his appearance for the 
opening roll call and was delivered 
at the suggestion of Senator Lodge, 
of Massachusetts, leader, whocalled 
attention tothe fact that for the first 
time in history a president-elect was 
present as a senator. Vice Presi- 
dent Marshall seconded the sugges- 
tion by leaving his place and es- 
corting Senator Harding to the 
rostrum. ‘ 
. Visibly affected by the courtesy 
shown him by his colleagues and by 
crowded galleries, the president- 
elect voiced deep regret at the sur- 
render of his associations of six 
years, including both democrats and 
republicans, in hig tribute of affec- 
tion and respect for his fellow sen- 
ators. He termed campaign charges 
of a senate oligarchy as “harmless 
fiction,” and declared that as presi- 
dent he would regard both senate 
and house with high estgem, but 
without a thought of any surren- 
der of co-ordinate constitutional 
authority. 

“Our governmental good fortune,” 
he said, “does not lie in any sur- 
render at either end of the avenue, 
but in the co-ordination and co-op- 
eration which becomes the two in 
a great and truly representative 
popular government. ... We are 
facing no easy task. I am sure 
that the necessity of wise solution 
willdnspire us to work together, to 
take common counsel, to be toler- 
ant of one another and to give the 
best that is in all of us.” 

Senator Harding rose to speak 
after Senator Lodge, of .Massachu- 
setts, the republican leader, had 
called attention formally to his 
presence and asked that he be rec- 
ognized by the vice president. 

Harding to Colleagues. 

“I am pleased at this greeting 
by fellow members of the senate,” 
said Mr. Harding. “There is still 
greater satisfaction in having this 
opportunity to say to you informal- 
ly some of the things in my heart 
which I could utter in no other 
way. I recognize that I am: here 
today under somewhat unwsual cir- 
cumstances, and there is a delicacy 
about it that one in my position 
cannot eScape except through some 
form of self-effacement which does 
not seem quite possibles 

“No member of this body could 
be more reluctant to leave it. 
may say to the senate that I came 
here with very high respect for 
this body, and I am leaving it with 
greater respect than that with 
which I came. If one could always 
direct his own political fortunes 
to his liking, I should have pre- 
ferred my membership here to any 
office a citizen may hold in this 
republic or elsewhere in the world. 

“IT like the freedom, the associa- 
tion, the patriotic sense of respon- 
sibility which abides here. I am 
conscious of the great place which 
congress holds under our constitu- 
tion, and particularly sensible to 
the obligations of the senate. When 
my responsibilities begin in the 
executive capacity I shall be 
as mindful of the senate’s fe- 
sponsibilities eee have been 
zealous of them as a member, Dut 
I mean. at the same time, to be 
just as insistent about the respon- 
sibilities of the executive. Our gov- 
ernmental good fortune does not lie 
im My surrender at either end of 
the avenue, but in the co-ordina- 
tion and co-operation which be- 
comes the two in a great and truly 
representative popular government. 

He Wants Help of Senate. 


“This brings me to the thought 
| particularly in my mind. 
'thing has been said about the sen- 
atorial oligarchy. Of course, ev- 
ery one here kncws that to be a 
bit of highly imaginative and harm- 
less fiction. But I do recognize 
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how cssential is the helpfulmess of 
the senate in the making of a suc- 
cessful administration. 


“I want to express today the wish 
of a colleague for the confidence 
aii the co-operation of the mem- 
bers of this body in the four years 
which I begin next March 4. I do 
not limit this sincere request to 
this side of the aisle. One cannot 
promise agreement in ail things 
with an opposite party which Is 
sometimes insistently rong, but 
we may find common ground in 
the spirit of service, and I hope 
for that agreeable and courteous 
and oft-times helpful relationship 
with the opposite side which has 
added to the delights of fellow serv- 
ice during the past six years. 

“We are facing no easy task. We 
have our full part in the readjust- 
ment of ‘human affairs after the 
World tumult. We have our tasks 
at home, we have our part in the 
inevitable work of the civilized 
world. I am sure that the neces- 
sity of wise solution will inspire 
us to work together, to take com- 
mon counsel, to be tolerant of one 
another and give the be which is 
in all of us to attain the ends which 
become our republic at home and 
will maintain its high place among 
the nations of the earth. 

No Party Ends to Serve. 

“With propriety I cannot venture 
upon any suggestions now, even 
tho:gh I am speaking as a mem- 
ber of this body. Three months of 
the present administration remain 
and I would have house and senate 
join cordially in making them fruit- 
ful rather than wasted months. 
There is so much to be done and 
we have already had .o much of 
delay, that I should like unanimous 
recognition that there are no party 
ends to serve, but. precious days 
ao c liing for service ‘» our com- 
mon country. 

“T cannot resist the repetition of 
my regre: that my associations on 
this floor and in committee rooms 
is ending today. It has been a 
heopy and a proud experience. Le 
me express the hope, to one and all, 
tiat though there comes a change 
in official relationship it will not 
interrupt our co-operations nor de- 
prive us of the personal fellowship 
which EF hav. found to be a great 
compensation for the sacrifices of 
conscientious public service.” 

Before beginning his address from 
the vice president’s rostrum, Sena- 
tor Harding, holding his .yeglasses 
and a copy of his prepared address 
in his: hand, gave a brief extempo- 
raneous statement of gratification 
over his reception. He said it af- 
forded him an opportunity “to say 
to you rather Informally some of 
the.thines that I want to say that 
I -*+11 probably utter in no other 
way.” 

Crowds Besiege Harding. 


Applause from both sides of the 
chamber answered him and after 
the brief senate session adjourned 


republicans and democrats crowded 
around him to shake his hand and 
offer. their congratulations. Ev- 
erywhere he went about the capi- 
tol he was besieged by crowds. and 
scores of callers swarmed about his 
office all day in the hope of a con- 
ference with him. 

The president-elect’s talks with 
congressional leaders and with his 
political advisers, took place in the 


office of Senator Lodge, where he 
went as soon as he reached the 
capitol and remained most of the 
day. Among the senators who saw 
him there w-re Brande , of Con- 
necticut: Curtis, of Kansas; Calder, 
of New York; Watson, of Indiana; 
New, of Indiana, and Borah, of Ida- 
ho. Will H. Hays, republican na- 
tional chairman; Harry M. Daugh- 
erty, the Harding preconvention 
manager; former Senator Weeks, of 
Massachusetts, and former Senator 
Sutherland, of Utah, also were pres- 
ent at most of the conferences, 

“Tt preached throughout the cam- 
paign the gospel of understanding,” 
said Mr. Harding tonight in ex- 
plaining the purpose of his visit, 
“and I am trying to put it into 
practice immediately. I don’t want 
these three months to be wasted in 
gaining any partisan advantage. I 
have asked senators particularly to 
expedite the appropriation bills, so 
that none of them shall go over 
to the next session and so that we 
shall have the decks clear for a 
very likely extra session.” 

Studying Foreign Relations. 

Asked how soon the extra session 
might be expected to follow his in- 
auguration, he replied that the ex- 
act téme Had not been fixed, but 
that he thought it would come “very 
soon.” 

In his discussion of foreign af- 
fairs with those who called upon 
him the president-elect is under- 
stood to have indicated no definite 
plan for an association of nations, 
but°to have shown confidence that 
his conferences on the subject to 
begin in Marion next week would 
furnish a basis for agreement. 

“IT am trying,” he said tonight, “to 
find a line where we can essentially 
get together on matters of foreign 
relations. I am trying to get to- 
rether with the senate because of 
its co-ordinate power in the ratl- 
fication of treaties.” 

Among the domestic issues dis- 
eussed in the conferences, taxation 
and tariff were foremost. It is un- 
derstood that, although he did not 
encourage an attempt to frame tar- 
iff legislation at the present ses- 
sion, he suggested that both senate 
and house might well begin hear- 
ings on the subject to provide data 
for use after March 4. He is said 
to have expressed hope that a 
budget bill would be passed at the 
present session and that action on 
some of the nominations submit- 
tet by the democratic administra- 
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tion be delayed until the new con- 
gress comes into office. 


The Coal Situation. 


Senator Caldeg requested that Mr. 
Harding give attention, to the coa 
situation with’ a view of framin 
relief meastires Promptly when hee 
becomes president, and several oth- 
ers who called presented in detail 
other problems likely to come De- 
fore the new administration. 

Tonight Senator and Mrs. Har- 
ding were dinner guests of Senator 
and Mrs. New and during the eve- 
ning the conferences with congrgs- 
sional leaders Were continued. Sév- 
eral more are to be held tomor- 
but the president-elect hopes 
to get some time to work on ur- 
gent correspondence before hts train 
leaves for Marion. How long Mr. 
Harding will remain in his home 
town is uncertain, but his present 
plans are to spend most of Decem- 
ber and January there. A trip to 
Florida or to some other southern 
state during February is under con- 
sideration, but it is unlikely that 
he will come back tog sVashington 
before the inauguration.

district court of appeals toatl ren 
versed the recent judgment . for 
$264.000 granted by the district su- 
preme court against the major 
baseball leagues in favor of the 
Baltimore Federal League club, 
which Claimed a violation of the 
anti-trust laws, by the’use of the 
“reserve clause” in the Players’ con- 
tracts. 

The appellate: court held that 
Playing baseball did not: constitute 
commerce as defined by United 
States supreme court decisions 
and that the anti-trust law 
did not apply. The “reserve clause” 
imposed restrictions, the court held, 
whieh related directly to the con- 
Servation of ‘the personne] of the 
clubs and-did not affect the move- 
ment of the Federal League clubs. 
Any _ ill-effect was merely acciden- 
tal, the court found.
